ORIGIN  OF  THE  ENGLEWOOD  SOCIETY. 


IN  March,  1892,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  ol  the  Advisory  Board  met 
with  the  local  directors  of  the 
American  Educational  Aid  Association 
to  talk  about  the  welfare  of  the  Nur¬ 
sery  and  especially  concerning  the 
need  of  more  and  better  accommoda¬ 
tions.  After  several  meetings  it  was 
considered  best  to  buy  a  home. 

In  order  to  hold  the  deed  it  was  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  Society  to  become  incor¬ 
porated.  Therefore  six  ladies  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Advisory 
Board,  viz.,  Mrs.  E.  H.  McClun,  Mrs. 
E.  S.  Wilbur,  Mrs.  Dr.  Hemingway, 
Mrs.  P.  E.  Kingman,  Mrs.  Z.  M.  Brown 
and  Mrs.  E.W.  Prescott,  with  the  three 


gentlemen  viz.,  J.  Badenoch  Jr.,  Col. 
J.  S.  Kendall  and  Col.  Hodgkins,  ap¬ 
plied  for  a  charter  for  the  Englewood 
Nursery  Society  to  be  auxiliary  to  the 
American  Educational  A  id  Association. 

We  received  the  charter  papers  and 
the  nine  persons  who  applied  for  it  con¬ 
stitute  the  trustees  for  the  first  year. 
The  trustees  held  their  first  meeting 
April  28,  1892,  at  Mrs.  Dr.  Heming¬ 
way’s  and  a  constitution  and  by-laws 
were  drawn  up  and  adopted.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  officers  were  elected:  Mrs.  E. 
H.  McClun,  president;  Mrs.  Dr.  Hem¬ 
ingway,  vice-president;  Mrs.  P.  E. 
Kingman,  secretary;  Mrs.  E.  W.  Pres¬ 
cott,  treasurer. 


Constitution  anO  ffi\>*Xaws 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  This  society  shall  be 
called  the  Englewood  Nursery  Society, 
and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  American 
Educational  Aid  Association,  popular¬ 
ly  known  as  the  Children’s  Home  Socie¬ 
ty,  and  its  object  is  to  provide  a  tem¬ 
porary  home  for  homeless  and  depen¬ 
dent  children. 

Article  II. 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  So¬ 
ciety  shall  be,  first,  a  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  and  Advisory  Board,  second  a 
president,  vice-president,  recording 


secretary,  treasurer  and  corresponding 
secretary. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  twelve 
ladies  from  the  Advisory  Board,  and 
three  Englewood  men  who  shall  be 
elected  each  year,  by  ballot,  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  Advisory  Board  shall 
consist  of  two  or  more  ladies  from  each 
of  the  churches  of  Englewood.  These 
ladies  becoming  members  upon  the 
payment  of  the  annual  fee  of  $1.00 
(one  dollar.) 
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Article  IV. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting 
shall  be  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  June, 
when  the  annual  report  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer  shall  be  read  and 
the  trustees  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  thereafter  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall 
be  held,  when  the  annual  reports  of 
the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be 
read  and  the  officers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year. 

Sec.  3.  Seven  members  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Article  V. 

Section  1.  This  constitution  may 
be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ingproviding  the  amendment  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing  at  a  regular  board 
meeting  previous  to  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing. 

BY-FAWS. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  to  preside  at  all  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  and  to  supervise  the  gen¬ 
eral  interest  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  The  vice-president  shall, 
in  the  absence  of  the  president,  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings. 

SEC  3.  The  recording  secretary 
shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Trustees  and  furnish  proper  notices  of 
the  meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  funds  of  the  Society, 
shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Advisory  Board,  shall 
pay  out  moneys  only  upon  an  order 
from  the  president,  countersigned  by 
the  secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  corresponding  secre¬ 


tary  shall  conduct  all  correspondence 
of  the  Society. 

Article  II. 

Section  1.  Any  person  may  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  this  Society  for  one 
year  on  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
of  $1.00  and  a  life  member  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  $25.00. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  Fifteen  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Advisory 
Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month. 

SEC.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  president  or  secretary 
or  by  a  written  request  of  any  five 
members,  provided  a  notice  be  given 
two  days  before  the  meeting. 

Article  v. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
or  Advisory  Board  may  from  time  to 
time  at  any  regular  meeting  appoint 
such  committees  as  they  deem  advis¬ 
able. 

Article  VI. 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Advisory  Board,  by  a  two  thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present,  provided 
such  proposed  amendment  be  suo- 
mitted  in  writing.

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Secretary's  IReport. 


JO-DAY  we  turn  another  page  in  the 
annual  history  of  the  Englewood 
Infant  Nursery  Society,  and  al¬ 
though  the  number  of  the  year — the 
thirteenth,  is  generally  regarded  by 
those  so  inclined  with  superstition — 
it  has  by  no  means  proved  an  unfor¬ 
tunate  one  for  the  society. 

In  some  ways  the  «work  has  been 
broadened,  new  interest  awakened, 
and  we  feel  that  many  have  been  ad¬ 
ded  to  the  already  large  and  loyal 
corps  of  faithful  workers. 

During  the  year  nine  regular  lunch¬ 
eons  have  been  served  by  the  churches 
of  Englewood,  and  one  extra  by  the 
Shredded  Wheat  Biscuit  Co. 

Nine  well  attended  Board  meetings 
and  ten  Trustee  meetings  have  been 
held. 

Through  the  grace  of  God  we  have 
been  enabled  to  care  for  260  of  His  lit¬ 
tle  ones,  and  of  this  number  200  have 
been  placed  in  permanent  homes  and 
8  removed  by  death.  When  one  con¬ 
siders  the  exposure^  the  children  con¬ 
stantly  to  contagious  diseases,  their 
number  being  enlarged  by  children 
from  all  stages  and  walks  in  life,  we 
are  surprised  at  the  low  rate  of  mor¬ 
tality,  and  we  can  only  feel  that  it  be¬ 
speaks  great  faithfulness  on  the  part 
of  our  physicians  and  nurses.  The 
Hahnemann  and  St.  Duke’s  Hospitals 
have  been  especially  kind  in  receiving 
and  caring  for  our  wards  when  neces¬ 
sary.  At  the  close  of  the  month  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  our  faithful  House  Physician,  Dr. 
Iv.  F.  Ingersoll,  presented  his  resigna¬ 
tion  to  take  effect  whenever  we  should 
succeed  in  finding  some  one  to  fill  his 
place.  For  over  two  years  the  Doctor 
has  responded  to  every  call,  visiting 
the  Nursery  night  or  day — dispensing 
words  of  cheer  and  comfort  as  well  as 
healing  remedies.  The  children  loved 
him  and  looked  forward  to  his  visits. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  ever  found  in 
him  a  wise  and  faithful  advisor  and 
friend;  so  it  was  with  deep  regret  that 
the  ladies  accepted  his  resignation, 
feeling  however  that  he  had  given  his 
time  and  strength  as  long  as  we  could 
expect. 


After  consulting  with  the  General 
Superintendent  and  enlisting  the  aid 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home 
Society,  Dr.  Franc  Morrill  was  found 
to  be  one  who  could  fill  the  position  of 
Superintendent  as  well  as  Medical  Di¬ 
rector,  and  entered  upon  her  duties, 
here  the  last  of  February.  Although 
new  in  experience  in  this  line  of  work, 
the  Doctor’s  rare  capabilities,  added  to 
her  extreme  love  for  and  sympathy 
with  the  uncared  for  children  under 
her,  makes  her  especially  adapted  to 
the  office  of  Superintendent  of  our  Nur¬ 
sery,  and  we  bespeak  for  her  great 
success.  Under  the  new  arrangement 
Mrs.  Eva  EHicott’s  services  as  Matron 
were  obliged  to  be  dispensed  with. 
She  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Home 
for  nearly  two  years  and  had  won  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  all  with 
whom  she  had  come  in  contact. 

Through  Mrs.  Burnham's  special  ef¬ 
fort  some  kindergarten  methods  of  in¬ 
struction  have  been  introduced  and 
are  proving  to  be  a  great  help,  espe¬ 
cially  in  cases  where  the  perception  of 
a  child  has  been  dulled  by  disease  or 
wrong  training. 

Earl)*  in  the  year  a  kind  friend,  Mr. 
D.  W.  C.  Clapp,  volunteered  to  make 
a  donation  of  $700.00  towards  reducing 
the  mortgage  on  the  property,  provid¬ 
ed  the  Nursery  Society  raised  an  equal 
amount.  This  generous  offer  gave 
fresh  impetus  to  the  work,  and  so  suc¬ 
cessful  were  the  efforts  that  in  April  a 
committee,  empowered  by  the  Board, 
paid  $1700,  together  with  accrued  in¬ 
terest,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1000  in¬ 
debtedness,  which  it  is  hoped  and  ex¬ 
pected,  will  be  cancelled  in  the  near 
future.  In  the  above  work,  the  church¬ 
es  of  Englewood,  with  scarcely  an  ex¬ 
ception,  have  responded  nobly.  The 
Friendly  Aid  Society,  of  Kenwood, 
hitherto  strangers  to  this  line  of  work, 
has  given  us  substantial  aid,  while  the 
society  people  of  Englewood  have  al¬ 
lowed  us  the  benefit  of  two  fine  enter¬ 
tainments. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  the 
Trustees  have  sustained  a  severe  loss 
in  the  death  of  one  of  its  most  dearly 
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beloved  and  efficient  members — Mrs. 
Joseph  Uhrig\  Her  sudden  removal, 
which  occurred  July  2d,  was  a  terrible 
shock  to  us  all  and  came  as  a  personal 
bereavement  to  each  and  every  one  of 
the  members  of  the  Board,  as  well  as 
a  recognized  loss  to  the  best  social  cir¬ 
cles  of  Englewood. 

And  now,  in  entering  upon  another 
year,  let  us  take  up  the  work  of  child 
saving  with  renewed  energy,  dedicat¬ 
ing  ourselves  anew  to  the  work  of  the 
Master,  fully  realizing  that  the  Nur¬ 
sery  is  a  link  between  two  of  the  most 
deplorable  conditions — viz:  childless 
homes  and  homeless  children,  and 
while  we  believe  thoroughly  in  chris¬ 
tianizing  those  in  foreign  lands,  let  us 
not  lose  sight  of  the  great  opportuni¬ 


ties  here  at  our  doors  of  giving  aid  to 
uncared  for  or  deserted  children.  The 
present  opportunities  to  do  good  in  life 
have  been  rightly  compared  to  a  beau- 
ful  fruit  orchard,  where  the  hungry 
visitor  has  been  given  permission  un¬ 
limited  to  gather  and  fill  his  basket  to 
the  uttermost.  What  would  we  think 
of  one  who  would  go  away  with  empty 
basket  and  unappeased  appetite.  “The 
opportunity  to  do  a  generous  act  to- 
one  of  God’s  little  ones  swings  low  up¬ 
on  the  bough  of  to-day.  We  may  not 
come  this  way  again — let  us  see  to  it, 
then,  that  we  carry  full  baskets  on  the 
homeward  faring.”

IReport  of  flDetncal  Superintendent. 


To  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers: 

June. — The  month  of  June  opened 
with  twenty-three  children  in  the  Nur¬ 
sery.  During  the  month  forty-two 
children  were  cared  for.  Seven  of 
these  were  babies  under  a  year  old. 
Of  these  two  died  from  extreme  heat. 

July. — In  the  month  of  July  forty- 
six  children  were  in  the  Nursery.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  warm  days  they  were  taken  to 
the  parks  for  outings. 

August. -Forty-seven  children  found 
a  home  in  the  Nursery  during  this 
month.  Of  these  one  was  a  baby  only 
one  day  old. 

September. — This  month  opened 
with  twenty-four  little  people.  Twelve 
others  received  our  care. 

October. — During  this  month  thirty- 
six  children  were  cared  for.  Of  these 
three  were  removed  to  the  hospitals 
for  treatment. 

November. — In  this  month  fifty  four 
little  ones  were  in  the  Nursery.  On 
Thanksgiving  day  we  had  twenty-sev¬ 
en  children,  large  and  small,  and  this 
entire  number  were  old  enough  to  sit 
at  the  dinner  table.  Even  Ruth,  the 
six  months  old  mulatto  baby,  enjoyed 
a  turkey  bone  by  the  side  of  her  mo¬ 
ther  and  we  all  had  a  good  time.  The 
children  feasted  on  the  goodies,  their 
eyes  sparkling,  and  fairly  dancing 
with  delight  at  the  tables  loaded  with 


turkey,  cranberry  sauce,  sweet  pota¬ 
toes,  bread,  butter,  cakes,  fruits,  can¬ 
dy,  nuts  and  pop-corn.  The  dinner 
was  all  donated,  except  the  bread 
and  butter.  And  best  of  all,  none 
were  made  sick.  Our  milkman,  Mr 
Helstrom,  gave  us  our  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  milk,  eighteen  quarts.  Mr.  Stoff- 
rigen  gave  a  turkey.  Another  turkey 
was  given  by  the  Carter  school.  The 
grocer,  Frank  Beaud,  gave  mixed 
nuts.  The  Charity  Alliance  sent  a 
large  frosted  cake.  The  Universalist 
church  sent  fruit,  groceries  and  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  flour.  The  Yale  school  sent  a 
great  assortment  of  canned  fruits,  jel¬ 
lies,  apples,  cakes,  potatoes,  Quaker 
Oats,  and  with  what  the  Carter  school 
brought  we  had  enough  to  last  us  for 
some  time,  so  that  our  grocery  bill 
will  be  small.  From  the  Carter  school 
came  one  turkey,  canned  fruits,  two 
chickens,  vegetables,  potatoes  and 
soap.  In  addition  boxes  galore  of 
goodies  and  many  substantial  gifts  of 
clothing  and  food  for  the  children. 
One  unmarked  box  contained  six 
chickens.  The  children  are  well  and 
very  happy. 

DECEMBER. — During  this  month 
forty-five  children  received  care.  Four 
were  removed  to  the  hospital.  Twen¬ 
ty-one  children  enjoyed  Christmas  day 
to  the  full.  Boxes  of  toys  received,  the 
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table  was  loaded  with  Holiday  delica¬ 
cies,  and  the  Christmas  tree  was  a  joy 
to  all.  For  weeks  after  many  children 
went  to  bed  with  their  beloved  gifts 
hugged  close  to  their  lonesome  little 
hearts. 

January,  1901. — During  this  month 
forty  children  were  in  the  Home.  The 
oldest  was  twelve  years  of  age  and 
the  youngest  was  two  weeks. 

February. — The  closing  of  February 
found  us  with  twenty-nine  children  in 
the  Nursery.  Six  babies — two  of  them 
only  four  weeks  old — and  twenty-three 
children  from  three  years  to  ten. 

The  perpetual  charm  of  the  work  for 
homeless  children  which  you  all  know 
so  well,  has  held  us  in  thrall.  Every 
day  brings  new  experiences.  Up  in 
the  babies’  room  the  nurses  have  cared 
for  babies  during  the  month.  One 
colored  baby  girl  has  been  replaced  by 
another,  and  our  little  “Dixie”  smiles 
and  coos  at  us  from  her  cradle.  The 
colored  school  teacher  who  took  Ruth, 
placed  her  first  with  his  mother  as 
Lis  wife  did  not  wish  a  child,  but  he 
writes  that  when  she  saw  the  baby  at 
ber  mother-in-law’s  it  smiled  its  way 
into  her  heart,  as  he  knew  it  would, 
.and  now  the  light  of  that  Iowa  home  is 
baby  Ruth. 

Around  the  school  room  cluster 
scenes  amusing  and  pathetic.  It  is 
with  real  scorn  that  the  boys  assure 
Ann  Eliza  that  she  could  never  be  a 
soldier,  because  in  our  limited  mili¬ 
tary  drill  she  forgets  to  keep  her  thumb 
and  first  finger  on  the  seams  of  her 
apron. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of 
the  kindergarten  work  inaugurated  by 
Mrs  Burnham.  She  has  taught  them 
method  in  work  and  play,  and  the  value 
of  the  discipline  is  evident.  Our  Sun¬ 
day  school  teacher  noticed  the  more 
intelligent  comprehension  in  their  les¬ 
son  studies. 

'Pommy,  whose  little  face  is  as  pas¬ 
sive  as  the  Sphinx,  and  whom  “the 
powers  that  be’’  had  decided  should 
go  to  the  home  for  the  feeble-minded, 
is  undergoing  a  wonderful  metamor¬ 
phosis.  He  is  continually  surprising 
us  with  some  original  thought  or 
■design. 

They  are  grasping  detail  of  form, 
•color  and  method  in  a  most  gratifying 
way.  But  after  all  has  been  said  of 
physical  care  and  mental  training,  it 
is  the  pathos  in  the  lives  and  the  long¬ 
ing  for  love  and  a  mother  and  home 


that  draws  us  to  them,  and  when  tired 
and  sleepy  they  call  out  from  the 
darkened  dormitory — Please  put  a  lit¬ 
tle  “tave  on  my  pinger;”  we  know  it  is 
not  the  little  imaginary  scratch  that 
needs  care,  but  the  hungry  little  heart 
that  wants  a  bit  of  individual  cuddling. 

The  placing  of  the  children  brings 
to  us  scenes  that  are  often  dramatic 
and  touching. 

East  week  a  lady  from  Maryland 
came  to  look  at  our  boys.  One  after 
another  they  gave  her  a  chubby  hand, 
but  when  she  saw  Frank  she  enfolded 
him  in  her  motherly  arms,  crying, 
“This  is  my  boy — the  image  of  my 
brother — and  eyes  just  like  my  hus¬ 
band’s  ”  And  there  she  sat  sobbing 
out  words  of  endearment  and  love. 
Today  the  train  is  bearing  them  to 
their  home  on  the  eastern  coast.  Yes¬ 
terday  her  sister  came  and  took  out 
little  Rebecca. 

Lee,  one  of  our  larger  boys,  has  been 
placed  on  a  farm,  and  from  there  he 
wrote,  pleading  to  come  back  to  us,  say¬ 
ing  he  had  shed  “pints  of  tears  for  us 
all.”  But  his  last  letters  have  been 
full  of  content  and  cheer. 

Blanche,  a  girl  of  twelve,  with  asweet 
face  and  a  bird-like  voice,  went  re¬ 
cently  into  the  home  of  a  wealthy 
banker  of  this  slate.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  may  be  a  permanent  home  for 
this  beautiful  girl.  She  has  never 
known  the  care  and  love  of  a  real 
mother  and  will  doubtless  appreciate 
the  kindness  of  those  who  have  opened 
the  doors  of  a  lovely  home  to  her. 

Waiting  for  homes  are  as  sweet 
children  as  you  can  find  in  any  home 
of  our  land. 

One  little  girl  of  twelve,  whose 
father  was  an  Indian  and  whose  mother 
— a  morphine  and  cocaine  victim — is 
now  lying  on  her  death-bed  in  a  hos¬ 
pital.  pleads  to  be  sent  to  a  white 
home.  With  us  is  Freddy,  whose  con¬ 
stant  cry  is.  “I  want  my  mother  and  I 
want  to  go  to  Hanover!”  He  was 
adopted  about  two  years  ago,  but  his 
foster-mother,  who  has  cancer,  was 
obliged  to  return  him,  but  all  the  two 
months  his  appeals  have  been  so  piti¬ 
ful  that  Mrs.  Evans  is  arranging  to 
send  him  to  his  “foster-mother  and 
Hanover.”  One  evening  we  were  talk¬ 
ing  of  temperance  and  one  little  lad 
said:  “My  papa  got  drunk”  and  before 
they  could  be  stilled — from  nearly  all 
came  the  cry — “So  did  mine,”  “My 
mamma  got  drunk” — or  “My  father 
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pounded  us.”  It  was  difficult  to  stem 
the  flood  of  dark  memories  with  which 
their  little  lives  had  been  saddened. 
But  they  are  a  merry  lot  of  little  peo¬ 
ple,  ready  for  work  or  play  and  loving 
the  nursery  as  their  own  homes.  After 
singing  their  song  of  “Count  your 
many  blessings,  name  them  one  by 
■one”  (we  sometimes  name  our  individ¬ 
ual  blessings)  and  without  prompting 
or  suggestion,  they  always  name  their 
beloved  nursery  and  the  ladies  who 
provide  it. 

March. — In  this  month  forty-two 
children  have  been  in  the  Nursery. 
There  are  now  twenty  six,  eleven  boys, 
five  girls  and  ten  nursing  babies,  the 
largest  number  of  babies  ever  in  the 
Nursery  at  one  time.  The  general 
'health  of  the  children  has  been  very 
good  despite  the  crowded  condition. 
‘One  little  lad  was  sent  to  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  for  a  mastoid  operation  which 
was  successful. 

ApRiD.-Fifty-five  children  were  cared 
Tor  during  the  month.  Three  child¬ 
ren  have  been  sent  to  St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
'pital.  One  of  the  babies,  the  child  of 
an  insane  mother,  died  of  meningitis. 
"We  have  had  several  cases  of  chicken 
pox,  but  the  general  health  has  been 
excellent.  Our  kindergarten  work 
flourishes  and  both  governess  and 
children  are  enthusiastic  Basket 
weaving  was  added  and  new  kinder¬ 
garten  gifts  through  the  kindness  ot 
Mrs.  Burnham. 

May  — The  month  of  May  has  been 
one  of  constant  change.  Thirty-six 
•children  have  been  cared  for  and  nine¬ 
teen  have  been  placed  in  homes  We 
have  had  one  case  of  scarlet  fever, 
nine  cases  of  measles,  two  of  chicken 
pox.  One  baby  who  was  kept  for  some 
time  at  St. Luke’s  hospital  was  brought 
back  to  die  of  an  inherited  disease 
which  was  hastened  by  a  complication 
of  measles  and  pneumonia.  Although 
the  cases  of  measles  have  been  unus¬ 
ually  virulent  they  are  all  near  recov¬ 
ery.  Miss  Huss,  our  governess,  whose 
loving  care  has  endeared  her  to  all  the 
children,  has  resigned  to  take  a  hospi¬ 
tal  training.  Our  new  governess, 
Miss  Johnson,  is  taking  up  the  work 


with  the  same  zeal  and  skill.  Memo¬ 
rial  day  the  children  had  patriotic  ex¬ 
ercises  and  with  flying  banners  cele¬ 
brated  with  a  grand  parade.  The  pla¬ 
cing  of  the  children  has  been  unusu¬ 
ally  interesting  this  month.  Children 
who  have  waited  so  long  fo^  a  suitable 
home  have  all  been  taken.  Our  little 
blonde  Walter,  with  Negro  parentage, 
has  been  placed  in  the  home  of  one  of 
the  leading  colored  physicians  of  the 
city  Our  little  Italian,  Dominic,  went 
into  a  lovely  Spanish  home.  The 
children  with  us  have  been  unusually 
bright  and  strong,  and  the  class  of 
homes  has  corresponded.  Owing  to 
our  epidemic  of  measles  very  few 
children  have  been  brought  in.  Our 
number  is  now  only  eighteen,  the 
smallest  number  for  the  year. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and 
sixty  children  have  been  in  the  Home. 
A  very  large  percentage  of  these  have 
been  placed  in  homes.  One  has  been 
sent  to  the  Home  for  Feeble  Minded, 
and  applications  have  been  made  for 
two  others.  The  general  health  has 
been  good.  The  deaths  for  the  year 
have  all  occurred  among  the  young 
babies  and  most  of  these  from  the 
children  with  some  congenital  weak¬ 
ness.  The  nurses  deserve  the  highest 
praise  for  their  skill  and  fidelity. 

Our  kindergarten  work  under  Mrs. 
Burnham’s  direction  has  proved  a 
means  of  greatest  development. 

Our  Sunday-school  has  been  faith¬ 
fully  conducted  by  Miss  Creviston. 

The  diet  kitchen,  though  small,  is  a 
very  great  convenience  and  the  food 
supply  is  much  more  wholesome  in 
consequence. 

The  love  and  care  of  the  Board  La¬ 
dies  has  rested  like  a  benediction  on 
our  little  household  and  is  recognized 
by  young-  and  old.  That  we  may  give 
more  efficient  service,  more  intelligent 
care  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  is 
our  desire.  That  God  may  richly  bless 
all  concerned  with  the  work  of  the  En¬ 
glewood  Nursery  for  the  ensuing  year 
is  our  prayer.

ORIGIN  OF  THE  ENGLEWOOD  SOCIETY. 


IN  March  1892,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Advisory  Board  met 
with  the  local  directors  of  the 
American  Educational  Aid  Association 
to  talk  about  the  welfare  of  the  Nur¬ 
sery  and  especially  concerning  the 
need  of  more  and  better  accommoda¬ 
tions.  After  several  meetings  it  was 
considered  best  to  buy  a  home. 

In  order  to  hold  the  deed  it  was  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  Society  to  become  incor¬ 
porated.  Therefore  six  ladies  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Advisory 
Board,  viz.,  Mrs.  E.  H.  McClun,  Mrs. 
E.  S.  Wilber,  Mrs.  Dr.  Hemingway, 
Mrs.  P.  E.  Kingman,  Mrs.  Z.  M.  Brown, 
and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Prescott,  with  the  three 


gentlemen  viz.,  J.  Badenoch,  Jr.,  Col. 
J.  S.  Kendall,  and  Col.  Hodgkins,  ap¬ 
plied  for  a  charter  for  the  Englewood 
Nursery  Society  to  be  auxiliary  to  the 
American  Educational  Aid  Association. 

We  received  the  charter  papers  and 
the  nine  persons  who  applied  for  it  con¬ 
stituted  the  trustees  for  the  first  year. 
The  trustees  held  their  first  meeting 
April  28,  1892,  at  Mrs.  Dr.  Heming¬ 
way’s  and  a  constitution  and  by-laws 
were  drawn  up  and  adopted.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  officers  were  elected:  Mrs.  E.  H. 
McClun,  president;  Mrs.  Dr.  Heming¬ 
way,  vice-president;  Mrs.  P.  E.  King- 
man,  secretary;  Mrs.  E.  W.  Prescott, 
treasurer. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  This  society  shall  be  called 
the  Englewood  Nursery  Society  and 
shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  American 
Educational  Aid  Association,  popular¬ 
ly  known  as  the  Children’s  Home 
Society,  and  its  object  is  to  .provide  a 
temporary  home  for  homeless  and  de¬ 
pendent  children. 

Article  II. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  So¬ 
ciety  shall  be,  first,  a  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  and  Advisory  Board,  second  a 
president,  vice-president,  recording 


secretary,  treasurer  and  corresponding 
secretary. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  twelve 
ladies  from  the  Advisory  Board,  and 
three  Englewood  men  who  shall  be 
elected  each  year,  by  ballot,  to,  serve 
for  a  term  of  one,  two  aud  three  years. 

SEC.  2.  The  Advisory  Board  shall 
consist  of  two  or  more  ladies  from  each 
of  the  churches  of  Englewood.  These 
lad’es  becoming  members  upon  the 
payment  of  the  annual  fee  of  $1.00 
(one  dollar. ) 
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Article  IV. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting 
shall  be  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  June, 
when  the  annual  report  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer  shall  be  read  and 
the  trustees  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  thereafter  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall 
be  held,  when  the  annual  reports  of 
the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be 
read  and  the  officers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  for  the  ensu¬ 
ing  year. 

SEC.  3.  Seven  members  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  Board  of 
Tiustees. 

Article  V. 

Section  1.  This  constition  may  be 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  providing  the  amendment  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing  at  a  regular  ooard 
meeting  previous  to  the  anuual  meet¬ 
ing. 


BY-LAWS. 

Article  I 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  to  preside  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Advisory  Board  and  to  supervise  the 
general  interest  of  the  Society. 

SEC.  2.  The  vice-president  shall,  in 
the  absence  of  the  president,  preside 
at  all  meetings. 

SEC.  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall 
keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  and  furnish  proper  notices  of  the 
meetings. 

SEC.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  funds  of  the  Society, 
shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Advisory  Board,  shall  pay 
out  moneys  only  upon  an  order  from 
the  president,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  corresponding  secretary 


shall  conduct  all  correspondence  of  the 
Society. 

Article  II. 

Section  1.  Any  person  may  become 
a  member  of  this  Society  for  one  year 
on  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee  of 
$1.00  and  a  life  member  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  $25.00 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  Fifteen  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board  shall  constitute  a  quor¬ 
um. 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Advisory  Board 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month. 

SEC.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  president  or  secretary  or 
by  a  written  request  of  any  five  mem¬ 
bers,  provided  a  notice  be  given  two 
days  before  the  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
or  Advisory  Board  may  from  time  to 
time  at  any  regular  meeting  appoint 
such  committee  as  they  deem  advisable. 

Article  VI. 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  by  a  two  thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present,  provided  such 
proposed  amendment  be  submitted  in 
writing.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


T  the  close  of  the  fourteenth  year  of 
the  history  of  the  Englewood  In¬ 
fant  Nursery,  we  find  ourselves  in 
an  entirely  new  position,  absolute¬ 
ly  free  from  debt,  our  mortage  which 
has  been  on  the  property  ever  since 
purchased  in  1892,  is  released  and  suf- 
ficent  in  the  treasury  for  the  immedi¬ 
ate  needs  of  the  summer. 

While  we  have  all  worked  hard  for 
this  result  we  feel  that  we  should  not 
have  accomplished  it  but  for  the  in¬ 
centive  given  us  through  the  qualified 
generousity  of  our  faithful  friend,  Mr. 
D.  W.  C.  Clapp  who  early  in  the  year 
pledged  $200,  in  case  the  remaining 
$800  was  raised  before  the  mortgage 
should  come  due  iu  April. 

Every  one  has  been  so  kind  in  this 
work  that  it  is  impossible  to  recognize 
in  detail,  our  donors. 

The  bazaar,  at  Christmas  time,  the 
New  Years  dinner,  and  the  rummage 
sale  have  helped  to  increase  the  fund, 
as  well  as  the  donations  from  the 
Friendly  Aid  and  Visitation  Society,  of 
$150  and  $100  from  Mr.  G.  F.  Swift 
have  been  gratefully  received. 

Eleven  regular  Board  meetings  and 
five  trustee  meetings  have  been  held 
during  the  year  and  nine  lunches 
served  by  the  churches  of  Englewood. 
Over  300  children  have  been  cared  for 
while  260  children  have  been  placed 
in  homes  and  9  removed  by  death. 

The  St.  Luke,  Maurice  Porter,  Cook 
County  Hospitals  have  as  heretofore, been 
kind  in  receiving  and  caring  for  our 
wards  when  necessary  and  one  girl  has 
been  placed  in  the  Geneva  Home 

l)r.  E.  Franc  Morrill,  our  efficient 
superintendent  and  physician,  finding 
her  outside  duties  so  heavy  was  obliged 
to  lessen  her  work  at  the  ‘Nursery  and 
accordingly  gave  up  her  position  as 
Superintendent  in  January  last,  Mrs.  Orr, 
her  assist  int  taking  her  place. 

Dr.  Morrill  has  manifested  a  deep, 
tender  interest  in  the  children  and  has 
not  only  prescribed  for  their  bodies, 


but  has  gladdened  their  little  hearts  as 
well,  by  giving  them  the  womanly 
sympathy,  which  in  loo  many  cases  was 
a  new  feature  in  their  barren  lives.  We 
are  very  glad  that  the  doctor  still  retains 
are  position  as  physician,  while  Mrs. 
Orr  seems  especially  qualified  asmatron 
of  the  Home. 

The  kindergarten  methods  are  still 
being  carried  on  and  are,  as  heretofore, 
proving  a  great  benefit,  while  the  piano, 
so  kindly  furnished  by  the  Englewood 
Woman’s  Club  is  much  appreciated  by 
all. 

For  three  years  the  care  of  the  in¬ 
fants  rested  in  the  hands  of  the  day 
nurse,  Mrs.  Emma  Biggs,  to  whose 
careful  attention  we  attribute  the  good 
health  of  the  little  babies.  Mrs.  Biggs 
has  been  a  most  faithful  nurse,  and  it 
was  with  great  regret  that  we  except¬ 
ed  her  resignation  when  she  was  called 
away  from  the  city  on  account  of  the 
death  of  her  father.  ^ 

In  the  sad  death  of  Mrs.  A.  B.  Hadden 
the  nursery  loses  one  of  its  most  capa¬ 
ble  and  faithful  friends  and  supporters. 
On  account  of  failing  health,  these  later 
years,  she  has  not  been  able  to  keep 
up  her  active  work,  but  her  interest 
has  never  wavered  and  some  of  the 
present  working  force  have  been  led 
into  the  service  through  Mrs.  Hadden’s 
earnest  efforts. 

One  of  our  ablest  ministeis  of  the 
Gospel  has  said  recently  that  the  work 
done  by  the  Englewood  Nursery  repre- 
sentes  the  very  highest  type  of  socio¬ 
logical  science  and  again  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  those  who  adopt 
a  child  are  as  much  (often  more)  bles¬ 
sed  than  the  child.  Pollok  has  spoken 
of  children  as  “Diving  Jewels  dropped 
unstained  from  Heaven:”  let  us  see 
that  they  are  given  as  good  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  grow  into  perfect  manhood 
and  womanhood  as  it  is  in  our  power 
to  do.

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June.— During  the  mouth  of  June 
thirty-five  children  were  cared  for.  Of 
these,  twenty  fouud  homes. 

July. — In  July  forty-one  children 
were  cared  for.  On  account  of  epide- 
mis  of  measles  the  children  were  sent 
away  for  a  week,  and  the  house 
thoroughly  fumigated.  We  missed  the 
childish  voices  and  the  patter  of  little 
feet.  At  the  close  of  the  week  we 
gladly  welcomed  them  back. 

August. — During  August  fifty  chil¬ 
dren  have  been  cared  for,  and  the 
largest  number  of  days  board  furnished 
in  the  records  of  the  society.  The 
Matron  and  Day  Nurse  took  a  vacation 
of  two  weeks. 

September. — September  opened  with 
thirty-two  children,  and  closed  with 
twenty-eight.  During  the  month  sixty 
children  have  been  cared  for,  and  for 
some  days  thirty-six  made  our  family. 
Our  Matron,  Mrs.  Orr,  succeeds  Miss 
Kessler,  who  resigned. 

October. — October  found  twenty- 
eight  children  in  the  Nursery,  and 
closed  with  twenty-seven.  During  the 
month  fifty-one  children  have  received 
our  care.  Of  the  number,  twenty-eight, 
who  were  with  us  the  first  of  the 
month,  only  nine  remain.  Twenty-four 
of  the  children  have  found  homes. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Gross, 
we  have  our  uniform  school  books. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  Mrs.  Burn 
ham  for  her  deep  interest  in  forward¬ 
ing  the  work  in  the  Kindergarten,  also 
for  tables,  chairs  and  kindergarten 
gifts.  Whatever  is  needed  in  our  Home 
and  work  seems  to  be  wonderfully  pro¬ 
vided  The  children  are  so  happy 
weaving  baskets  and  mats  and  they 
heartily  enjoy  the  motion  songs.  Sure¬ 
ly  this  branch  of  the  work  has  proved 
■a.  blessing  to  the  dear  children. 

November. — During  the  month  of 
November  fifty-six  children  have  been 
cared  for.  Twenty-nine  were  sent  to 
homes,  and  the  close  of  the  month 
found  an  enrollment  of  twenty-seven, 


only  seven  are  now  with  us.  Thanks¬ 
giving  was  a  day  long  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  the  children  of  the  Nursery. 
Mr.  Stffrolgen  sent  a  turkey.  Candy, 
nuts,  fruit  and  cakes  from  the  Carter 
School  Kindergarten  and  the  Normal. 
One  child  was  heard  to  say  “Well,  I’m 
awful  thankful  for  what  I  et”  and  a 
very  subdued  little  voice  responded, 
“Well,  I  et  more  than  I  was  thankful 
for.”  The  Thanksgiving  treat  lasted 
the  rest  of  the  week,  and  the  Thanks¬ 
giving  spirit  will  follow  them  into  the 
days  to  come. 

December. — The  children  have  been 
busy  decorating  the  school  room  and 
Christmas  trees  with  popcorn,  paper 
chains,  etc. 

The  trees,  and  toys  were  donated  by 
the  school  children  and  kind  women 
of  Englewood.  A  happier  lot  of  chil¬ 
dren  is  seldom  seen  than  gathered  that 
night  to  celebrate  Christmas,  Jennie 
Brown  and  Albert  Henderson, two  friends 
from  the  neighborhood,  spoke  Christmas 
pieces,  and  Mr.  Freeman  Gross  enter¬ 
tained  them  with  his  gramophone,  which 
received  the  euthusastic  applause  of  the 
children.  Three  children  left  that  eve¬ 
ning  to  go  and  become  Christmas  pres¬ 
ent  to  some  waiting  homes.  The  pro¬ 
gram  by  the  children  themselves  won 
applause  for  them,  as  well  as  their 
faithful  teacher,  Miss  Neidig.  She  is 
exceedingly  efficient,  and  puts  her  soul 
into  her  work.  It  was  touching  to 
see  how  fond  the  children  were  of  the 
song  “Do  in  the  Manger  He  Day” 
They  asked  to  sing  it  a  second  time, 
and  doubtless  identified  Jesus  with  their 
own  number  as  a  child  of  the  poor. 

After  the  luncheon  they  bade  their 
guests  a  cheerful  good  night  and  went 
to  bed.

January  1902.  —  Commenced  the 
month  with  twenty-four  children;  forty- 
seven  were  cared  for  and  ninteen  plac- 
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ed  in  homes.  The  new  year  dawned 
pleasantly  upon  us.  We  trust  it  will  be 
a  prosperous  one  in  our  work. 

February. — Forty-one  children  have 
been  cared  for  during  the  short  month 
of  February.  The  general  health  of  the 
children  is  very  good  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  three  cases  of  whooping  cough. 
Patients  are  doing  well. 

March — We  have  cared  for  forty-four 
children  this  month,  eighteen  of  whom 
have  been  placed  in  homes.  One  day 
not  long  since  one  of  our  girls  had  a 
birthday.  Miss  Neidig  thought  it  would 
be  pleasant  to  surprise  her  with  a  lit¬ 
tle  feast,  so  at  tea  time,  along  with 
other  good  things  the  cake  with  eight 
brightly  burning  candles  was  brought 
on.  It  would  have  been  a  feast  for  any 
one  to  have  seen  the  happy  faces  around 
the  table.  Our  little  eight  year  old  was 
completely  overwhelmed  for  a  few 
minutes,  and  could  only  sit  with  shy 
eyes  and  bowed  head,  but  she  soon 
took  courage  and  served  her  cake  as 
gracefully  as  any  little  girl  could. 

About  Faster  the  children  enjoyed 
practicing  their  Faster  song.  The  Eas- 
ter  egg,  little  chickens  and  other  dainty 
knicknacks  fixed  up  in  our  kitchen 
added  to  the  joy  of  the  children. 

Aprie. — The  end  of  April  finds  us 
well  and  in  good  running  order.  We 
have  twenty  children  in  the  Home,  and 
have  cared  for  thirty-six  during  the 
month  sixteen  of  whom  have  been 
placed  in  families.  We  are  most  grate¬ 
ful  to  the  Englewood  Woman’s  Club  for 
the  new  piano,  it  is  such  a  help  and 
pleasure  for  the  children. 

May. — The  month  of  May  opened 
with  twenty-one  children,  twenty-three 


others  have  been  cared  for,  making 
forty-four  in  all,  nineteen  of  whom 
have  been  placed  in  homes.  We  are 
loosing  Dr.  Morrill  this  month,  and 
the  loss  is  great  indeed.  We  shall  miss 
her  sweetness  and  strength, and  her  ready 
response  to  every  call  upon  them  or 
tier  professional  services.  The  children’s 
devotion  and  love  for  her  is  very 
marked.  We  all  wish  her  prosperity 
in  the  new  home  to  which  she  is  going. 
The  Nursery  has  been  cleaned  and  re¬ 
decorated  this  month,  and  is  now  in 
excellent  order. 

To  those  who  live  in  the  home  with 
these  little  ones  each  day  brings  its 
humorous  incidents  as  well  as  the 
pathetic.  There  are  tears  for  the  sen¬ 
sitive  little  souls  who  remember  their 
own  homes  and  parents’  love  and  cling 
so  tenderly  to  the  little  brothers  and 
sisters  who  are  all  they  have  left. 

There  are  smiles  for  the  bright,  child¬ 
ish  sayings  which  dance  through  the 
day  like  sun  beams. 

One  little  maid  of  five  summers  as¬ 
sured  us  with  dignity  that  she  “could 
hold  a  baby  and  not  spill  it.” 

Always  there  is  a  deep  abiding  joy 
in  our  hearts  that  the  doors  of  Christ¬ 
ian  homes  and  the  arms  of  mother 
love  are  opened  every  day  to  give 
these,  His  little  ones,  their  rightful  in¬ 
heritance.  • 

We  join  the  children  in  their  morn¬ 
ing  prayer  when  they  ask  so  earnestly 
for  a  blessing  to  rest  upon  the  dear 
friends  who  make  the  Englewood 
Nursery  possible.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 


HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  M.  Haire 
the  two  dining  rooms  and  some*  of  the 
dormitories  were  retinted  last  June,  and 
again  this  spring  several  of  the  rooms 
beside  those  mention!  d  above  have  been 
retinted  and  painted.  The  front  porch 
and  steps  have  been  repaired  and  paint¬ 
ed,  also  .the  blackboards,  screens  and 
storm  windows  put  on  and  taken  off  in 
their  season.  Roofs  have  been  reshingled, 
anew  door  put  in  basement,  shelves  built 
in  hall  closet,  springlock  on  front  door, 
bell  repaired, ceiliug  plastered  in  Matron’s 
room.  Window  panes  have  been  set  a 


number  of  times  but  not  as  frequently  as 
in  some  years  past,  catch  basins  have 
been  cleaned,  faucets  packed  and  tight¬ 
ened  six  times. 

Considerable  other  work  has  been  done 
by  the  plumber  during  the  year.  The 
stove  in  the  plaj^room  has  been  rece¬ 
mented  and  pipes  put  in  order,  as  also 
has  the  furnace  and  stove  in  the  dormi¬ 
tory. 

Eighteen  dining  room  and  fifteen  Kin¬ 
dergarten  chairs  have  been  mended,  old 
shades  cut  down  and  fourteen  new  ones 
fitted  in  working  order,  rubber  lifts  have 
been  put  on  the  stairs  free  of  expense. 
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Your  committee  has  purchased  61  yds.  of 
ticking  and  cotton  batting  for  12  spreads 
and  comfortables.  In  renovating,  tinting 
and  painting  the  house  this  spring,  we 
have  tried  to  select  such  colors  as  would 
please,  and  your  comittee  hopes  that 
this  work,  as  well  as  that  of  the  entire 
year,  has  been  done  satisfactorily.  My 
associate  on  this  committee,  Mrs.  M.  A. 
Brown,  has  been  a  great  help,  without 
her  advice  and  assistance  the  work  could 
not  have  been  done  so  successfully.

ORIGIN  OF  THE  ENGLEWOOD  SOCIETY 


IN  March,  1892,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Advisory  Board  met 
with  the  local  directors  of  the 
American  Educational  Aid  Association 
to  talk  about  the  welfare  of  the  Nur¬ 
sery.  and  especially  concerning1  the 
need  of  more  and  better  accommoda¬ 
tions.  After  several  meetings  it  was 
considered  best  to  buy  a  home. 

In  order  to  hold  the  deed  it  was  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  Society  to  become  incor¬ 
porated.  Therefore  six  ladies  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Advisory 
Board,  viz.:  Mrs.  E.  H.  McClun,  Mrs. 
E.  S.  Wilber,  Mrs.  Dr.  Hemingway, 
Mrs.  P.  E.  Kingman,  Mrs.  Z.  M.  Brown, 
and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Prescott,  with  the  three 

CONSTITUTION 

CONSTITUTION 

Article  I 

Section  1.  This  society  shall  be 
called  the  Englewood  Nursery  Society 
and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  American 
Educational  Aid  Association,  popularly 
known  as  the  Children’s  Home  Society, 
and  its  object  is  to  provide  a  temporary 
home  for  homeless  and  dependent 
children. 

Article  II 

Section  1,  The  officers  of  this  So¬ 
ciety  shall  be,  first,  a  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  and  Advisory  Board ;  second,  a 


gentlemen,  viz.:  J.  Badenoch.  Jr.,  Col. 
J.  S.  Kendall  and  Col.  Hodg’kins  ap¬ 
plied  for  a  charter  for  the  Englewood 
Nursery  Society  to  be  auxiliary  to  the 
American  Educational  Aid  Association. 

We  received  the  charter  papers,  and 
the  nine  persons  who  applied  for  it  con¬ 
stituted  the  trustees  for  the  first  year. 
The  trustees  held  their  first  meeting 
April  28,  1892,  at  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Dr.  Hemingway,  and  a  constitution 
and  by-laws  were  drawn  up  and  adopt¬ 
ed.  The  following  officers  were  elected: 
Mrs.  E.  H.  McClun,  president;  Mrs.  Dr. 
Hem  ngway,  vice-president:  Mrs.  P.  E. 
Kingman,  secretary  ;  Mrs.  E.  W.  Pres¬ 
cott,  treasurer 

AND  BY-LAWS 

president,  vice-president,  recording 
secretary,  treasurer  and  corresponding 
secretary. 

Article  III 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  consist  of  twenty-one  members, 
18  ladies  from  the  Advisory  Board, 
and  3  Englewood  men  who  shall  be 
elected  each  year,  by  ballot,  to  serve 
for  a  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  Advisory  Board  shall 
consist  of  two  or  more  ladies  from  each 
of  the  churches  of  Englewood.  These 
ladies  becoming  members  upon  the 
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payment  of  the  annual  fee  of  $1.00 
(one  dollar). 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting 
shall  he  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  June, 
when  the  annual  report  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer  shall  be  read  and 
the  trustees  elected  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  thereafter  the 
annual  meeting-  of  the  Trustees  shall 
be  held,  when  the  annual  reports  of 
the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be 
read  and  the  officers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  en¬ 
suing-  year. 

Sec.  3.  Seven  members  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Article  V 

section  1.  This  constitution  may 
be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  providing-  the  amendment  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  writing-  at  a  regular  board 
meeting  previous  to  the  annual  meet- 
i  ug. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  to  preside  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Advisory  Board  and  to  supervise  the 
general  interest  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  The  vice-president  shall,  in 
the  absence  of  the  president,  preside 
at  ali  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall 
keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Tr  s- 
tees  and  furnish  proper  notices  of  the 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Advisory  Board,  shad  pay 
out  moneys  only,  upon  an  order  from 
the  president,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary. 


Sec.  5.  The  corresponding-  secretary 
shall  conduct  all  correspondence  of  the 
Society, 

Article  II. 

Section  1.  Any  person  may  become 
a  member  of  this  Society  for  one  year 
on  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee  of 
$1  00  and  a  life  member  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  $25.00. 

Article  III. 

Section  1.  Fifteen  members  of  the 
Advisoiy  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  o  ;  Trustees  and  Advisory  Board 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month. 

Sec.  2  Special  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trus  eesmay  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  president  or  sec  e  ary  or 
by  a  written  request  of  any  five  mem¬ 
bers,  provided  a  notice  be  given  two 
days  before  the  meeting.

Article  V. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
or  Advisory  Board  may  from  time  to 
time  at  any  regular  meeting  appoint 
such  committees  as  they  deem  advis¬ 
able. 

Article  VI. 

Section  1.  These  by-laws  may  be 
amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  by  a,  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present,  provided  such 
proposed  amendment  be  submitted  in 
writing.

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SECRETARY’S  REPORT 


The  j^ear  just  closing  has  been  a 
quiet,  uneventful  one — partly  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  strenuous  life  of  the  two 
preceding  years  in  the  efforts  of  the 
Trustees  and  other  friends  and  cc- 
Workers  to  raise  the  mortgage.  So 
it  has  been  thought  best  to  make  less 
effort — that  we  should  not  encroach 
too  much  upon  the  territory  of  other 
worthy  charities  in  Englewood.  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  danger  of  going  to  the 
other  extreme,  possibly  becoming 
apathetic  through  the  inclination  to 
rest  upon  our  past  efforts.  The  needs* 
of  the  Nursery  are  the  same  as  here¬ 
tofore  and  the  only  source  of  income 
is  through  the  luncheons  and  dona¬ 
tions. 

It  is  more  and  more  apparent  that 
there  is  a  growing  fraternal  feeling 
among  the  churches  of  Englewood, 
and  in  no  way  is  it  more  clearly  dem¬ 
onstrated  than  in  the  work  of  child¬ 
saving— as  represented  by  the  Nursery 
Society. 

The  social  feature  cf  our  work  for 
the  year  was  ushered  in  on  Oct.  7 
when  the  Ladies’  Aid  Society  of  First 
Congregational  Church  served  lunch¬ 
eon  to  over  four  hundred  people  in 
their  spacious  parlors.  This  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  November  and  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  December,  when  the 
Trustees  of  the  latter  church  kindly 
gave  us  the  use  of  their  parlors  for 
our  Annual  Bazaar.  We  thank  them 
cordially  for  their  kindness,  the  church 
being  so  centrally  located  making  it  es¬ 
pecially  convenient. 

Since  then  the  following  churches 
have  joined  their  forces  in  serving 
luncheon:  The  Trinity  Episcopal,  Au¬ 
burn  Park  Congregational,  Normal 
Park  Presbyterian,  Auburn  Park 
Methodist,  Emerald  Avenue  Presbyte¬ 
rian,  Christian,  Covenant  Baptist  and 


Fir  t  Methodist,  the  latter  being  as¬ 
sisted  by  two  able  demonstrators  from 
the  Malta  Vita  Co.  The  Universalist 
ladies,  instead  of  their  usual  work  in 
the  above  line,  sent  a  substantial 
check  of  $74.35  b' sides  a  generous  do¬ 
nation  of  flour  and  cereals. 

We  have  held  ten  regular  Board 
Meetings  and  five  Trustees’  Meet¬ 
ings,  while  there  have  been  eight 
luncheons  served.  Of  this  number  we 
have  been  able  to  hold  only  two  at  the 
Nursery  c-n  account  of  an  unprece¬ 
dented  experience  with  contagious  dis¬ 
eases,  that  most  dreadful  enemy  of 
childhood — scarlet  fever — being  prom¬ 
inent  on  the  list. 

Through  the  grace  of  God,  we  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  caring  for  255 
of  His  little  children,  and  of  this 
number  235  have  been  placed  in  homes 
and  11  removed  by  death.  This  has 
been  an  exceedingly  hard  year  upon 
cur  little  people,  as  previously  re¬ 
ferred  to,  and  we  have  been  materially 
assisted  in  the  care  of  our  wards  by 
the  Hahnemann.  St  Luke’s,  Maurice 
Porter,  Presbyterian  and  Cook  County 
Hospitals,  to  all  of  whom  we  extend 
sincere  thanks. 

Much  to  our  regret,  our  faithful  and 
efficient  house  physician,  Dr.  Frank 
Norrill,  tendered  his  resignation  at 
our  last  annual  meeting.  She  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Dr.  Della  Mac  Mullen,  who 
has  given  excellent  satisfaction  during 
the  past  year.  Later,  Mrs.  Orr,  who 
had  served  so  well  as  matron,  was 
obliged  to  sever  her  relationship  with 
the  nursery  and  was  followed  in  the 
work  by  Miss  Josie  Neidig,  our  former 
governess.  Miss  Neidig  has  been  more 
than  ordinarily  successful  and  has 
demonstrated  her  fitness  for  the  posi¬ 
tion.  She  seems  to  be  able  to  study 
and  adapt  herself  to  the  many  types 
of  childish  character  she  comes  in  con- 
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tact  with,  thus  governing  them  with¬ 
out  much  friction. 

We  should  be  glad  to  recognize — 
in  this  report — all  donations,  whether 
of  cash,  clothing  or  food,  if  space 
would  permit.  The  Friendly  Aid  So¬ 
ciety  lies  again  helped  us  substantial¬ 
ly  with  a  check  for  $167.00.  We  extend 
our  most  cordial  thanks  to  these  noble 
women,  also  to  the  kind  friends  of 
Marengo,  Geneseo,  Elmhurst  and  other 
towns  in  the  state,  who  have  given  the 
Nur'ery  such  a  treat  in  the  shape  of 
canned  and  preserved  fruits  and  jel¬ 
lies,  thus  Wiping,  as  it  does,  to  do 
away  with  the  monotony  of  the  diet, 
and  giving  the  table  more  the  likeness 
of  a  home — a  thing  most  desired  by 
the  Trustees. 

The  Nursery  is  ^Tell  supplied  with 
chairs  and  a  nice  bookcase  through  the 
efforts  of  the  “Major  Club,”  once  the 
Frimary  Class  cf  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  We  acknowledge,  too.  with 
gratitude  the  help  of  schools,  churches 
and  individuals  who  have  remembered 
the  children  at  Thanksgiving,  Christ¬ 
mas  and  Easter  Days— the  time  of  all 
the  year  when,  seemingly,  all  children 
should  be  happy. 

During  each  of  the  preceding  years 
rve  have  been  obliged  to  chronicle  the 
death  of  some  faithful  trustee  or  ad¬ 
visory  board  member.  But  this  year 
rve  feel  very  thankful  that  Death  has 
not  invaded  our  ranks.  In  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  our  President,  however,  we 
feel  that  we  have  met  with  a  great 
lo-s.  For  seven  years  Mrs,  Garrett  has 
served  us  most  faithfully  and  unself¬ 


ishly.  Added  to  thn  the  fact  that  she 
possesses  rare  executive  ability,  it  will 
readily  be  seen  that  her  place  is  hard 
to  fill. 

A  mission  Sunday  School  having  in¬ 
vited  the  Nursery  children  to  join  its 
ranks,  the  little  clars  usually  held  at 
the  Nursery  was  t1  ansf erred  to  the 
larger  school,  which  meets  near  the 
“Home.”  The  short  wralk  and  the 
pleasant  excitement  of  getting  ready 
to  “go  somewheres”  gives  the  children 
something  to  look  forward  to,  and  so 
far  has  been  found  to  be  a  desirable 
change. 

An  observing  person  can  but  note 
with  thankfulness  the  growth  and  ex¬ 
pansion  throughout  the  whole  world 
of  that  trait  in  the  human  heart  most 
nearly  approaching  the  divine,  viz. — - 
that  of  protectorate  or  parenthood. 
When  this  is  separated  from  the  natu¬ 
ral  family  relationship  in  reaching  out 
to  care  for  any  of  God’s  children, 
wherever  found,  it  becomes  all  the 
higher  and  nobler,  removed  as  it  is 
from  any  selfish  ends  to  be  gained. 

So,  again  we  appeal  to  the  public  to 
assist  us  in  this  work  of  child  saving, 
remembering  that, 

“It  is  no  little  thing  when  a  fresh  soul 
And  a  fresh  heart,  with  their  unmeas¬ 
ured  scope 

For  good,  not  gravitating  earthward 

yet, 

But  circling  in  diviner  periods, 

Are  sent  into  the  world.”

.June — We  have  cared  for  45  chil¬ 
dren.  No  sickness  in  the  Nursery  dur¬ 
ing  the  entire  month.  Two  little  sis¬ 
ters — who  were  almost  ill  over  the 
thought  of  separation — won  their  v/ay 
into  one  kind  heart,  which  was  large 
enough  to  take  them  both  in.

July. — Opened  with  16  children;  we 
have  sheltered  39;  of  this  number  17 
have  been  placed  into  homes.  Several 
days  before  the  Fourth,  we  planned  to 
take  the  children  to  Jackson  Park. 
Long  before  the  rising  bell  rang,  we 
heard  voices  in  the  dormitories;  one 


boy  would  whisper,  “Ain’t  it  the 
Fourth  yet?”  Another,  “Did  you  hear 
that  big  gun?”  After  they  arose  there 
was  a  continual  round  of  excitement 
until  we  arrived  in  the  park.  When 
we  started  home  there  were  torn 
dresses,  dirty  faces  and  hats  that 
looked  as  though  they  had  seen  better 
days,  but  the  merry  faces  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  made  us  feel  as  though  the  day 
had  been  one  of  the  happiest  in  theii 
little  lives. 

August  finds  us  with  21  in  the  Home. 
We  have  cared  for  43  during  the 
month.  One  little  lad  of  five  was  re¬ 
turned  to  his  “foster  mother,”  who  had 
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cared  for  him  for  three  years;  reverses 
came  and  she  thought  she  could  not 
afford  to  keep  the  boy.  She  left  him 
in  the  Nursery  one  night.  Early  next 
morning  she  came  for  the  hoy,  and 
with  tears  streaming  down  her  cheeks 
said,  “It  was  net  home  without  him.” 

The  children  have  been  attending 
the  Emmanuel  Mission  Sunday  School; 
the  teachers  have  shown  special  inter¬ 
est  in  them  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
they  look  forward  to  each  Sabbath 
day. 

September. — We  have  had  enrolled 
35.  Of  this  number  6  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  other  receiving  homes,  6 
placed  into  permanent  homes;  two 
have  been  taken  to  hospitals  for  medi¬ 
cal  treatment.  The  Nursery  has  been 
repaired  and  painted.  Thirteen  new 
mattresses  have  been  placed  on  the 
beds.  Little  “Dora,  and  H.znry” 
(brother  and  sister)  came  to  us 
looking  so  wretched  and  neglected, 
that  we  thought  they  could  never  be 
placed.  After  having  been  with  us  two 
weeks  “Dora”  won  her  way  into  a 
good  home.  “Henry”  has  developed  so 
wonderfully  that  he  is  one  of  our 
brightest  boys,  and  is  always  the  first 
to  grasp  a  new  idea  in  the  kindergar¬ 
ten  work.  He  is  one  of  the  many  who 
are  waiting  for  seme  one  to  take  and 
love  them.  . 

October  found  us  with  a  family  of 
20;  at  the  close  of  the  month  we  have 
39.  The  children  were  given  a  day  in 
Jackson  Park.  Several  days  have  been 
spent  in  gathering  autumn  leaves  and 
cocoons.  The  study  of  the  cocoons  has 
been  especially  interesting  to  them. 

November.  —  Thirty  -  four  children 
have  claimed  our  care.  Seventeen  were 
placed  into  homes.  The  best  day  of  the 
month  was  “Thanksgiving.”  They  en¬ 
joyed  the  feast  of  good  things.  The 
Brownell  and  Normal  Schools  sent  del¬ 
egations  from  each  room  with  stores  of 
good  things.  It  was  hard  to  tell  which 
were  the  happier,  those  who  gave  or 
the  ones  who  received  the  gifts. 

December. — Our  family  numbers  19. 
During  the  month  42  have  been  cared 
for.  This  has  been  the  happiest  month 
of  the  year  because  of  the  “Christmas” 
time.  The  ladies  decorated  the  tree 
given  by  the  Carter  School.  Five 
young  ladies  from  the  “Harmony 
Guild,  Jr.,”  gave  a  tree  and  filled  it 
full  of  beautiful  decorations  and  gifts. 
The  children  were  entertained  by  Mr. 
Freeman  Gross  with  selections  from 


his  gramophone.  They,  in  return,  gave 
their  Christmas  songs  and  recitations. 
It  was  a  happy  litHe  band  who  crept 
into  their  beds  that  night,  the  girls 
hugging  their  dolls  in  a  motherly 
fashion,  while  under  the  boys’  pillows 
were  horns,  tops,  balls  and  toys  too 
numerous  to  mention.  Next  morning 
our  eyes  feasted  on  the  sight  when 
each  little  one  sought  out  his  or  her 
stocking  to  see  what  it  contained.  One 
little  girl  of  twelve  said,  “It  was  the 
first  time  she  had  ever  hung  up  a 
stocking.” 

January. — We  have  sheltered  29.  Of 
this  number  13  have  been  placed  into 
homes.  Among  this  number  were  two 
colored  girls  (sisters),  who  looked 
sad  and  neglected  when  they  came  to 
us.  In  a  short  time  their  faces  were 
changed  so  much  that  we  could  hardly 
realize  they  were  the  same  children. 
“Stienie”  (a  lad  of  eight)  has  been 
sent  to  a  home  in  the  country,  which 
was  his  heart’s  desire. 

February. — Forty  children  have  been 
in  the  nursery;  15  have  been  sent  to 
homes.  The  week  before  St.  Valen¬ 
tine’s  Day  they  spent  a  great  many 
afternoons  making  valentines.  What  a 
time  they  had  wh<m  the  day  came 
and  the  box,  which  was  filled  to  the 
brim,  was  opened.  Several  days  ago  a 
little  five-year-old  asked,  “If  people 
who  etealed  went  to  heaven?”  After 
being  told.  “No,”  she  said,  “Well  then, 
all  the  children  in  this  home  ’cept  one 
will  go.”  That  one  had  taken  a  piece 
of  her  candy,  and  she  knew  she 
wouldn’t  go  there. 

March. — We  began  the  month  with 
24  in  the  Home;  42  have  been  cared 
for;  at  the  close  of  the  month  we  have 
18.  Several  days  ago  we  received  a 
little  colored  girl  who'  was  found  aslesp 
in  an  old  stairway.  She  had  on  a 
dress  (which  was  made  for  one  twice 
her  size)  and  no  undergarments.  Her 
body  was  in  a  filthy  condition.  After 
having  several  baths  and  plenty  of 
clean  clothing  she  said.  “Now,  I  look 
just  as  nice  as  the  rest  of  your  chil¬ 
dren,  don’t  I?” 

April. — We  have  sheltered  and  cared 
for  27;  13  have  been  sent  out  into 
homes;  two  have  been  removed  by 
death.  Easter  the  “rabbit”  visited  us. 
The  Congregational  and  Universalist 
churches  sent  us  beautiful  cut  flowers 
and  Easter  Lilies.  The  “Major  Club” 
has  given  us  two  dozen  dining-room
